Once a year at Northern Illinois University, I teach an 
upper-level course titled "Contemporary American Speakers; 
and Speeches." Through my use of tuiuierous C-SPAN 
videotapes, students who take the ( ourse are reminded of 
the value of puhli(‘ address and the power that it still has in 
Vnmricaii society. 

Syllabus for "'Contemporary American 
Speakers and Speeches'^ 

The course begins with a two-week inlroilu('tion to three of 
die most caimnonly used approaches to rhetorical cnllcisin: 




"tradilioiiar* (Or "iieo- Aristotelian**), "dramatislic** (or 
"Rurk(naii ‘) and "generic.** Readings from Conlcmi)orary 
\meriran Puhlir Discourse, edited by Halford Ross Ryan, 
and Ricdianl U. Johan ncsen s CixUcnifjorary \mcrican 
Speeches provide students with c\ani[)h\s of th(^se three tvj)es 
of rhetoiO’ul aiuilysis. 'Po demonstrate how' eiich technique 
can be appliiMl. I show' a C-SPAN videotape of Pix^sidenl 
Cliriton*s inaugural address in its entirety and then conduct 
a slructim‘d disi ussion of the key points of analysis sug- 
gested Uy lh(se (eelniiiiucs. 

After this oiOmlation to rhetorical criticism, we study the si\

of Policy*’ and "S[ieeches That Intensify Social Cohesion.** 1 
ask students to read tlu* texts of the speeches and then view 
a videotape of the s[)eech. if available.

Analysis Activity: Persian Gulf War Speeches 

One aclivily involving C-SPAN videotapes has been particu- 
larly effective in this course: an analysis t>f 1991 sf>eeches 
l)y Presidenl George Bush and Sen. Sam Nunn (D-Georgia) 
on the Persian Gulf Vi ar. Undergraduates see the conflict 
with Iraq as “their" war. and the rhetorical techniques used 
by Bush and Nunn seem relevant to ihem. I first ask students 
to read Nunn's spee(di. “Against Granting War Powers lo ihe 
Presidenl"; ihen. we view ihe C-SPAN video of ihe speech. 
Nexl, 1 assign ihe reading of George Bush’s “War Wilh 
Iraq" speech and show the correspontling video. The sub- 
sequent class discussion foc uses on llie issue of “war 
rhetoric" either as a significant genre or special “act of 
drama" in the polili(‘al life of the L nilcd Stales. 



I spend at least lliree hou]*s i\ we^*k viewing C-SPAN and 
keep a blank vitleo cassette close by so llial I can 1aj)c a par- 
ticularly important [>residcnlial or ( ongivssional spec'ch for 
possible use in rny (da>s. C-SPAN is a key resource lluit 
helps me keep this course truly contemporary for my 
.students.

Afler all. ihe hill wa.'^ 
named alter Janies Brady, who had heen serioush woundnl 
in the 1981 alleriipled assassination of rresidenl Reagan. 
R<*cause of head injuries sulfered in (he assassination 
atlempL Brady read in a lialling manner from a prepared 
script. Students theorized that Brady s somewhat stiltetl 
delivery may have prevented some reporters from using 
bites fuun him. They also deduced that refiorlea's chose not 
to use l)ites hem .Mrs. Brady because she acted as “t'nicec*' 
for the hill-signing.

This exercise was an excellent way to show students that 
news gathering is a subjective process. Students learned that 
reporters I'nim other nelwcuks niiglil use the same liiles. por- 
tions of biles or entirely different hites. 'Phey also saw that 
ea<‘li reporter uses cerlaiii hites in accordaiiee with Ids or 
her own writing style.

'Phrouglioiil I lie month of ()etul)er and the few days of 
November prior to i*d(*(‘lioii Day. the students are busy ana- 
lyzing the i-hosen Senate contest as it unfolds. By reading an 
in-slate daily newspufx’r. they fiiul out about the candidate's 
position on v.irions issu(*s. kee[) track of what is happening 
In lh(‘ slate and in both Senate (‘ampaigns. study polls on 
how the ra(*(‘ is going, scuise the importanc*e of the statement 
“all polilic-s is lueaL" and determine what that might mean 
for llieir pailieular race. Tliey are also busy writing up their 
analyses, summing ii[) their researeli and beginning to draw 
lhf*ir eoiirlnsioiis. 



Finally, on EIe(‘iion Day. they turn in their “prediction 
papers." 'Phe aei*uraey of the students* f)rediclions plays a 
liny part of my evaluation of their work. In faH. the most 
important use of their projections is to play a little game in 
which tlie students try to “out-prediel" the professor. 
Members of the class announce their prediHions during 
class oil Klcetioii Day. and 1 annonnet^ my own independent 
projections for all of the Senate races that have been tbl- 
low(*d 1)\ die elii». Wr then hold a eoiilot to m*(* who cor- 
rectly predicted more races: the class or the professor! 




Using C-SPAN to Follow the Campaigns 
In 1990. I atlendetl a C-SPAN Seminar for Professors. As I 
returned to my home eanipiis. 1 knew that 1 wanted to make 
s(jine significant changes to my Senate election project 
as.N,igniiienl. 

1‘hal year, for the first time in niy classes, students analyzing 
one of the SiMiale races had the opjiort unity to use C-SPAN 
to see th(‘ir eandidati's “in the \iden nesh." Tlu‘y watched 
the candidates debuting oii(‘ another. They walebed the 
raiulidules eaiiipiiigning for office. They could aiMually 
watch SOUK* of ih<‘ U‘l(‘visioii eonmier(‘ials b(‘ing aired to 
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‘Veir \\w candithiles. ju>i as llioujih iliey heiii” 

wooed. Sunleiits reporied lhal C-SPAN covorafie helped 
them fe(‘! as if they were in the state <lurinf; the eleetion. 
watching it unfold before their eyes. In tliat first eleetion in 
which we used \ari<ius C-SPAN programs, students were 
overwhelmingly positi\(* about tlie l»enefits C-SPA.N provid- 
ed them. 

Hv the time llie 1992 Senate races were undeiAvay, I had 
designeil numerous improvements on my use ol C-Si^AN in 
this ( hiss. In addition to the (‘onlemporaiy programming on 
I lie Si‘naU‘ conU*sts and eaiulidato in 1992. we math* use ol 
arclil\al material. If an incumlient was seeking re-election, 
we wtmt to the indices at the Puhlir Affairs \'ideo .Archives 
at Purdue University to see winm the senator had appeared 
on C-SP,A)N and whicli apt)earances could he useful. If a 
senator running for re-election had ciiaired imjiorlanl hear- 
ings. the tapes weie viewed anti an opioitm of the senator 
could he constructed.

Ibdigion and American 
Society." in wliirdi C-SPAN \ ideo docmiients — many creat- 
ed from the network's weekly “Aiiieri(*a iK‘ the Cmtrls** pro- 
gram — were used to analyze a Supreme ('oiirt case.

In the process of selecting readings and other instructional 
materials for the (‘Ourse, 1 found that most textbook readings 
regarding separation of church and state were outdated. As 
alternatives, I sought information and analysis in law 
newsletters, newspapers and news magazine.s. in addition to 
videotapes of C-SPAN programming from the Pub!i(* Affairs 
\ ideo Arc hives at Purdue University. 




Several taped interviews related to Lee v. Weisman were listed 
in the Archives indices. 1 selected one in wliich plaintiff 
Robert hoc was inti*r\ icwed mid another in whicli tin* d(*fen- 
dant. Dani(d ^'eisman. and liis daughter were intendewed. 
The tapes were made only a few weeks before the course 
began and were far more current than textbook material we 
had on the issue. Mori‘o\ci. they provided a human diiueii- 
sion to the issue of school prayer and to the specific case. 

My use of these tafies turned out to l^e pivotal for the stu- 
dents. not only because of the information and personal 
insights on rights which they [imviiled. hut also b(*eause of 
I lie way in whieli tlicy demonstrated the use of video doeu- 
ments in muilyziug a pnblk* issue.

Today, many of the leacheis who look the <*ourse use copies 
of the la{)cs in llieir own classrooms a.n they leach about the 
First Amendment, the E.slahlislmienl Clause and freedom of 
religion. t\\ hen we purchased the tapes, we obtained f>er- 
missioii IV<nn ibe Purdue Archives to reproduce the tape's for 
teachers in the class.)

Amendment. Like our university faculty, the teachers are 
learning to videotape other appropriate C-SPAN programs to 
further enrh-h studies of law. hi.storr. g<iver?iment. inlenia- 
lional relations and public alTaii*s generally.

Ihe tapes 
included S(*nale c tinllrmation hearinjis for Ihdxal (ie.les atnl 
James W ooUev. in atldiliou to heariii»is conjiressional 
oversijjlit c)( the inlellijifaiee cnimmiiiilv. its orjiatiizalion mid 
potenlia! reslrncliirinjr. finally. '*slale-of-lh(‘-\vorl(r |>r<*sen- 
lalions nti (airrettl Iron hie spots were offered, as well as spe- 
cille lMirllii»> »m n(‘\\ area> of eoneeni lik(* iimd ear prolifer* 
alioii, l(»rr(iri>ni. eeonomi(' in(e!li*;(‘nee and the fiilnre of 
covert action. 

Clearly, there were tapes on more different lojiics than I 
could possibly use. I used three melliods (o choose my 
tapes. First, many of the Archives* lists of videolaffes fea- 
tured brief eoiilent descriptions. Sc(‘ond. in the case of the 
public speeches of'Vilting* direeloi^ of (Jenlral Inlellijience. 
the CIA's ()ffi(*e of Public Affairs was frecjuenlly able to 
pnoide wrill»-ii l<‘\t^nf the pii-MMilatioii-. Fiiialb. I relrired 
to the published accounts of the congressional committee 
hearings in the “go\eniment doemnents" .section of our uni- 
\ ersily libraiA*. \W usinj: all three techniques, [ was ahh* to 
assess the natun* of the materials before ordering them. 

Techniques for Using C-SPAN in the Classroom 

I u<e lh(‘ tapes in Mwcral ways in llie »*lassrooin. lii most 
cases, I show relatively short segments as a bat^kground for 
lectures. For example, former Dire<*tor of Central 
Intelligence William Colby spoke to W ashington (Renter 
itil(Miis on Seplemhei* 7, 1991. M(‘ idcuilified four major 
posl-Whuid War II Intelligence ■*re^■olutions“: llu* central- 
ization of analysis, li'clmological cdiangc in iidormaliiin 
gathering, congressional oversight, and new roles and pur- 



poses assigned to the intelligemcc cfiminunity. I use each 
portion of the spevch separately as the basis for launching a 
huiger lecture on the topic. All of the tapes contain a nm- 
iiing lime .secjuence guide at the base of the viewing sereen. 
so it is possible to set up the tape at the proper starling 
point l)(‘fore each class begins. 

On another o<‘casion. on November 3. 1992. Mr. Colby 
>pnke to a forum at the American Sto(‘k Fxeliange on the 
lopif*. ‘dv'Ofiomic Intelligence: The New (^ame lor Spies," 
riiis parli(adar ,spee(di is only 24 minutes long, so 1 .show it 
in its entirely, then ('oinnieiil upon it. 



riip eongressional hearing.s are usually ratlier lengtliy, I use 
the preliminary statement by the guest witness and show 
M‘gineiils of the (jue>lioM-and-an>wer follijw-op onl\ if they 
are particularly signlfieanl. Since tin* nreliniinarv state- 
ments also can last for an hour or so. I usually break them 
down into 10- to l.'S-ininule segments, following the topical 
pallem of the major points presente<l In maintain continuity 
and coherence. 




Preparing to use the tapes in the classroom does lake sonie 
preliminarx' wdik. I view liic lafies. keep a running reconl of 
the lime se(|uem‘e along with notes on the specific topics 
mi\(tc(I. llieii t\pc up “viewing guid(‘>" for mv own ii<(* in 
preparing Icirlure notes. I only have to do this once, then Fm 
ready to “roll ‘eniT I gel to the classnxim at least 10 min- 
utes early. i(*sl the \'CR and monitor to make sure they are 
functioning properly and advance the tape to the proper 
segment. 

Has the work been worth it? We will fiml out in the fall 
.semester of 1994 when I offer the new course for the first 
lime. My feeling is that I have gained an enormous amount 
of information in a Imly exciting way. If past experience is 
tuiy guide, my own enlhnsiasm will he relb'cied by the stu- 
dents who enroll in the course. 
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I o provide C-SPAN's audience access to the 
live, gavel“to-govel proceedings of the U.S. 
House of Representatives and the U.S. 
Senate and to other forums where public 
policy is discussed, deboted and decided — 
all without editing, commentary or analysis 
and with a balanced presentation of points 
of view; 

To provide elected and appointed officials 
and others who would influence public poll' 
cy a direct conduit to the audience without 
filtering or otherwise distorting their points 
of view; 

To provide the audience, through the call-in 
progrom, direct access to ejected officials, 
other decision-makers and journalists on a 
frequent and open basis; 

To employ production values that accurate- 
ly convey the business of government rather 
than distract from it; 

To conduct all other aspects of C-SPAN 
operations consistent with these principles. 
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
